The Independence Had Slight 
Lead on Columbia's Start. 


YACHTS SAIL FORMER COURSE 


BOTH FOUND BREEZE TOO STRONG 
FOR LAPPER CANVAS. 


Just Before Noon Columbia Appeared 
in the Distance to Be a Good Mile 
in the Lead. 


BATEMAN’S FOINT, R. I., Aug. 3.—The 
contesting yachts in the second race of the 
August serias of the Newport Yacht Racing 
Association found a breeze blowing at 
the rate of 12 knots an hour when they 
arrived at the starting point at Brenton’s 
Reef Lghtship shortly before 11 o’clock this 
morning. There was also considerable sea 
on. With these weather conditions facing 
them the skippers of the various yachts 
hoisted their smaller club topsails instead 
of the usual racing topsails and prepared 
for heavy weather. 

The Independence came out to the start 


under thgee lower sails and her smallest 
club topsail. The breeze was found to be 
too strong and a smaller working topsail 
was substituted. The Columbia carried 
her smuliest club topsail in addition to her 
lower canvaS& ‘The course today was the 
same as that on Thursday, being 10 miles 
southwest by scuth, or a beat to first 
mark, then 10 miles due east, a broad run, 
then 10 miles ncrthwest to the finish—sv 
miles in all. 

The %0-footers started at 11:26 a. m. The 
ngs “drone was in a better position than 
on Thursday, crossing at the eastern «end 
near the flagship,.about ®% seconds after 
whistle was sounded. The Columbia was 
well astern, and crossed about 39 seconds 
later, nearest the flagship. Both boats went 
across the line on the starboard tack and 
headed off shore, the Independence in the 
lead. As the yachts were not timed on 
crossing the line, the Independence ap- 
peared to have the best of the start. 

The Columbia tacked tu port and headed 
for Point Judith followed immediately by 
Independence. The yachts held the star- 
board tack about eight minutes, during 
which time Independence appeared to heave 
outfooted the Columbia considerably, but, 
on the other hand, she did not point as 


gh. : 

At this time it was impossible to tell 
which of the ‘two boats was ahead, al-* 
though Independence appeared to have a 
little the better of it. The yawls made a 
bad mess of their starting. Vigilant and 
Navahoe crossing the line ahead of the sig- 
nal and having to come back. In the mean- 
time the Ailsa crossed and succeeded in 
making a good lead of the other boats. 

The Columbia crossed the Independence’s 
bow. To those on shore it looked as if she 
crossed about a quarter of a mile ahead of 
Independence. The Columoia immediately 
swung around on the _  Independence’s 
weather bow, but soon after made another 
tack off shore on the starboard tack. 

The Columbia turned the first mark at 
12:41:30 and the Independa.ce at 12:44:45, as 
timed from shore.

Principal Features of the Scheme Upon Which Depends 
the New St, Louis Are Here Set Forth 
in Plain Terms, 


The charter amendments, to be submitted 
to the voters >f the city at a special elec- 
tion on October 22, are designed to ac- 
complish three principal objects. 

The erection of public: buildings, the re- 
construction of streets and the building 
of sewers, all 
conditions, wil 
amendments receive the approval of a ma- 
jority of votes cast at the October elecc om. 

The rate of general taxation will noc be 
raised by the passage of the amendments. 
Neither will the city’s bonded debt be in- 
creased, 

The amendments, f 
possible for the cttWite c 
taxation a fund for, public 
such a special tax Shall be 
special election. 


Cost of Streets 


to Be Distributed. 


The cost of street building will be dis- 
tributed among property owners in a new 
manner, and the installment plan of pay- 
ment introduced. 

The building of 40 miles of needed sewers, 
to be paid fcr by the owners of property 
in the territory drained, will be asaured 
by the passage of the amendments. 

To these three objects everything con- 
tained in the amendments is directed, wit. 
the exception of the section relating to the 
waterworks. Th's provides that the water- 
works shall never be sold, leased or other- 
wise disposed of. 

Inder the present charter, the city can- 
not build sewers and erect public buildings, 
and can do but little toward making new 
streets. 

Lack of general revenue now prevents 
public improvements of these three classes, 
and will continue to prevent them until the 
charter {s amended so as to allow the cre- 
ation of special funds for these purposes. 

General revenue cannot be increased to 
meet the demands for streets, sewers and 
public buildings. 


City’s Bonded Debt 

Cannot Be Increased. 

Recause of restrictions which will con- 
tinue until the’state constitution is amend- 
ed, the city’s bonded debt cannot be in- 
creased. The rate of general taxation is 
now the highest allowed by law. These 


are the only sources of general] revenue. 

With the amendments in force and 
special funds created, general revenue will 
be relieved of the burdens of streets, sew- 
ers and public buildings, and money will 
be available for park: maintenance, street 
cleaning and other work which the city is 
now obliged to neglect. 

Amendment number four, relating to 
streets and sewers, is considered the most 
important of the amendments. : 

The new system of levying special taxes 
for street reconstruction is designed espect- 
ally to make the building of cross streets 
possible. These now have to be neglected 
in mary cases because of the heavy bur- 
den imposed by the present systerm on the 
owners of corner lots. 


Plan Suggested 
for Improving Streets.. 
The amendment provides. that “ 
of the cost of improvement of a street shall 
be assessed on the front foot plan, and ihe 
75 f the 

remaining 75 per cent divided among 
bw ners a property in the district immedi- 
ately adjoining. : 
"The district which shall-share in ihe pav- 
ment of the 75 per cent includes the prop- 
ertv fronting on the street, which has ai- 
ready paid 2 per cent, and as much more 
property as shall be bounded by a line 
drawn midway between the streets to be 
improved and the next parallel street. 
The same amendment gives the Board of 
Public 'mprovements the power to create 
boulevards, requiring the property fronting 
on them to bear the total cost of their im- 
provement. Heavy hauling, as at present, 
s to be excluded from boulevards. 7 
The condemnation of private property for 
street and alley openings is, as at present, 
to be in the hands of commissioners ap- 


pointed by the Circuit Court. 


Anticipating 
Many Improvements. 

The cost of sidewalk construction is to 
be assessed strictly on the front foot pian. 

Ordinances for street and alley recon- 
struction, lighting, cleaning and sprinkling 
and other similar public work are to be 
recommended to the Municipal Assembly 
by the Board of Public Improvements. 

The same amendment establishes a sys- 
tem of sewers to be known as “joint dis 
trict’’ sewers. which shall be built at the

Sewer Work 
Already Outlined. 

The sewers on which Commissioner Her- 
mann proposes to commence work immedi- 
ately upon the passage of the amendments 
are the Tower Grove storm sewer, ‘Tvler 
tract sewer. Cabanne sewer and Arsenal 
Street relief sewer. 

Street and sewer improvements are to be 


paid for by property owners on the in- 
stallment plan. Seven installments are 
provided for, the first to be paid 30 davs 
after notice of the issuance of special tax 
bills, and the remaining six at intervals 
of one year. Interest is to be paid on all 
installments after the first at the rate of 
6 per cent per arnum until matiarity, anu 
of § per cent after maturity. Those who 
wish t> pay cash at the outset may do so, 
and will thus avoid ;|the payment ot in- 
terest. 

The present obstacle to street improve- 
ment on the part of the city is the pro- 
vision that the citv shat pay the excess of 
the cost of such improvement over 25 per 
cent of the value of abutting property. 

Under the present front foot system of 
levying special taxes, such excesses fre- 
quentiy occur in the case of corner lots. 
It has been calculated that, under the new 
 ontagees it would be almost impossible for 
the cost assessed against any one piece 
of propetty to exceed 25 per cent of its 
value. This means that the general rev- 
enue will be relieved of a burden, and that 
an impediment to street making will be 
removed. 


Special Fund 
for Public Buildings. 

Complaints against the quality of work 
done on street contracts are to be heard 
by the Board of Public Improvements, and 
orders issued after examination by two 


members of the board. 

The third amendment provides for the 
creation of a special fund for erecting pub- 
lic buildings. Such a fund is to be raised 
by an increase in the tax rate, which may 
be voted by the Assemblv only after the 
people shall have approved such a_propo- 
sition at a special election held for the 
purpose. 

The buildings which the first asfort 
would be made to secure under the amend- 
ments are the new city hospital and other 
charitable irwaitutions, and the completion 
of the new city hall. 

The second amendment ovblaces in the 
hands of the city marsha! the serving of 
all notices of special tax. bills and other 
yrocesses and orders of the mayor and the 
heads ef city departments. 

The purpose of this change from. the 
present system is to make the date of the 
serving of special tax bills a matter of 
legal record. 

Seeks to Prevent 
Legislative Obstruction. 

Amendment No. 1 designed to 
prevent the obstruction of public improve- 
ment legislation in the Council or the House 
of Delegates. It provides that all bills 
not reported by committeees within forty 
days shall be again placed before the en- 
tire body for action. ‘“‘Omnibus”’ bills are 
also prohibited by the provisions that no 
bill shall -be so changed as to alter its orig- 
inal purpose. 

Amendment No. 5 is as follows: ‘‘The 
waterworks shall never be sold, leased, or 
otherwise disposed of. The Assembiy-shall 
have power from the income, rents and re- 
ceipts of the waterworks to provide a fund 
for the renewal and extension thereof, and 
for the payment of interest and principal 
of bonds issued for such renewal or exten- 
sien.” 

The five amendments are to be voted on 
individually, and voters who approve some 
of the amendments and disapprove others 
will have the opportunity to. show their 
préference upon each prcposal submitted. 

Copies of the amendments are soon to be 
pub'ished by the city for general distri- 
bution.

SEEMS CERTAIN

Conference Held in New York 


Brought No Agreement. 


MORGAN AND SCHWAB THERE 


THEY DECLINED TO MODIFY FOR.- 
MAL PROPOSALS. 


The Amalgamated Association Must 
Accept the Trust’s Terms or Order 
a Strike in All the Mills. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The steel strike 
conference held here today failed to ar- 
rive at an agreement. The proposals made 
by J. P. Morgan and Charles M. Schwab, 
through President Shaffer and Secretary 
Williams of the Amalgamated Association 
one week ago, are still open, but the strik- 
ers’ representatives showed no inclination 
to accept them. The representatives of the 
Strikers left the conference at which they 
have failed to agree with the announce- 
ment that they would go into secret ses- 
Sion themselves later in the afternoon. It 
was admitted that there might be action 
at that meeting which would change the 
situation. . 

At the conference of this morning Messrs. 
Morgan, where he was closeted for a time 
ance of the terms offered by them on 
Saturday last. President Shaffer and his 
associates demanded further concessions 
in behalf of the union. Neither side would 
give in and the conferees ‘disagreed and 
parted, leaving the situation practically 
unchanged. President Schwab went from 
the conference to the office of J. Pierpont 
Morgan and Schwab insisted on the accept- 
with Robert Bacon. He would not dis- 
cuss the conference or the strike situa- 
tion. 

Soon after the adjournment of the con- 
ference, D. G. Reid of the American Tin 
Plate Co. was asked if M. Morgan had 
as was reported, delivered an ultimatum 
to the strikers, and he replied that he did 
not wish to say anything which would put 
Mr. Morgan in such a position. 

He said, however, that the strikers’ ex- 
ecutive committee had until 4 o’clock today 
to decide whether they would accept the 
only proposition ever made to them by the 
United States Steel Corporation, which was 
that the men should go back to work at 
last year’s scale of wages. 

This, and no ather proposition, he sald, 
had been or would be made tor the Amal- 
gamated executive committee. 

President Shaffer, at the close of the con- 
ference--went to the Stevens House -with 
the other Amalgamated Association dele- 
gates. He was asked for a ment as to 


stat 
what had been accompltaned af the confer- 
ence, but he declined to spe on the sub- 


ject further than to say: : 

“It’s too serious a matter. I must submit 
certain matters—understand me, not propo- 
sitions—to our men before I can speak.”’ 

He would not say whether or not there 
was to be another conference. 

President Shaffer and his 12 assistants of 


the executive beard of the Amalgamated 
Association reached New York at 8 oclock 
this morning. The party divided up in or- 
der not to attract attention, and in groups 
of twos and threes, breakfasted at various 
downtown restaurants. It had been ar- 
runged that they should conter with Mr. 
Morgan and the officiais of the steel com- 
panies at the office of the United Staces 
Steei Corporation, in the Empire building, 
at 10:40 o c1ockK, but it was several minutes 
after that betore the first of the Amaiga- 
mated vice-presidents arrived. They watted 
around in the hailways for their fellows, 
aithough the consulting room in the once 
of the steel corporation was open to them. 
They were prepared to discuss aimost any- 
thing except the steel strike. 

When President Shaiter and Secretary 
Williams arrived the whole party filed in- 
to Mr. Schwab’s office. Mr. Morgan had not 
yet arrived, but the conference really began 
pbetore he came. Mr. Scnwab spoke nrst 
and was talking when Mr. Morgan, who 
came with C. E. Dawkins, his English 
partner, and Robert Bacon, arrived. 

Mr. Morgan followed Mr. Schwab in a 
brief address to the representatives of la- 
bor, in which he outlined his position and 
that of the corporation. He restated the 
proposals made by himself and Mr. Schwab 
on Saturday last and sera that they en- 
compassed all that the employers had t¢

reo discussion followed in which 
the Amalgamated delegation insisted upon 
greater concessions than hose offered. ine 
discussion went into details as to the sign-

sition to submit to them. 

After the labor men went into session in 
the Stevens House a statement was given 
out by one of their number that the prop- 
osition made by the United States Steel 
Corporation would not be accepted and that 
there would be no further conference be- 
tween that corporation and the Amalga- 
mated Associat’on unless it should be asked 
for by the former. It was also said that 
the Amalgamated representatives probably 
would leave for Pittsburg tomorrow morn- 


ing.

WIFE SAYS IT WAS ACCIDENT 


MODERN WOODMEN SAY KERR 
SHOT HIMSELF PURPOSELY. 


Peculiar Interest Is Given Case Be- 
cause Shot Was Fired While Mis- 
souri Bigamy” Requisition 
Was Being Served. 


At the next session of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals ji. St. Louis Judges 
Caldwell, Sanborn and Thayer will be cailed 
on to decide whether the death of James 
Kerr, a prominent citizen of Manila, Io., 
at his home July 27, 1897, was suicide or 
an accident.

It is abso- 
lutely essential that she lose all fear for 
the time being, since as soon as she begins 
to learn the stroke, and when she is first 
left to herself in the water, fear is the only 
thing to be overcome. 


The Whole Secret. 

There is just one thing to be remembered 
in floating: To breathe naturally. That 
is the whole secret and the trick, if there 
is any. 

By simply breathing as she would nat- 
urally, the pupil may stay an hour above 
water—and for hours as soon as she is ac- 
customed to it. 

I am sure FE could stay above water all 
day long. 

People often ask me: ‘Well, why does 
anvbody ever drown, then?’’ 

Simply because they get frightened and 
do not breathe naturally. As soon as they

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strike the water they gasp, breathe in 
quickly, expel the air, let the lungs fill with 
water, and sink. If they will breathe as 
they do by land they are as safe as they 
are on land.

At first, however, it is best to have the 
pupil confine her attention to her breath- 
nx and to getting used to the wonderful 
idea that she can stay above water. 

One of the pleasantest moments in learn- 
ing to swim is when one first realizes that 
she can stay on the surface of the water. 

There is great exhilaration in the first 
knowledge that you are actually floating 
and are in perfect security and perfectly at 


ease. 
Things to Remember. 


In teaching a pupil to float, these things 
should be remembered: 

1. When her feet first leave the bottom, 
she should lie with her head toward the 
shore. 

2. A spot In the water should be selected 
where the ground slopes gradually away 
from the shore. 

If the pupil finds herself sinking, she 
must not struggle. This will only hasten 
her sinking. She must lie still and depend 
upon her teacher to support her. 

4. Cork belts, air jackets and all such 
contrivances should be avoided. 


Don’t Be Fiightened. 


As soon as the pupil has acquired confi- 
dence in this position the teacher’s hand 
may be removed from the back. 

All the pupil has to do !s simply to lie 
still and quite motionless,

from the water the rest of the body will

WHY THE HEAT AND DROUTH? 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson thinks he has found out 
why this summer has been so full of tabasco and trouble. 

He believes that the ruthless stripping of our forests ig 
steadily increasing the area of arid lands in the West and 
provoking long periods of drouth over large sections of the 
country, like the spell which has for weeks past menaced 
the corn crop of so many states. 
Mr. Wilson is not alone in:this opinion. Scientific men 
who have made weather conditions a study have been telling 
us for many years that if.we kept on chopping down our trees 
faster than we grew new ones to take their places we would 
eventually change our climate for the worse. 
Forests are not only beautiful but useful. They do promote 
rainfall, or else all the expert authorities on the economy of 
nature are mistaken. We have been cutting down and con- 
suming or exporting them at the rate of 18 billions of cubic 
feet of lumber every year. And as surely as this rate of 
chopping is kept up, unbalanced by' systematic planting on 
reservations on a very large scale, our forests are doomed 
to disappear within the next 50 years. 
Experts sent out by the Agricultural Department are now 
in the West making on investigation of forest conditions in 
the rainless sections, where the crops are dying of thirst. In 
order to give the farmers a chance to gather grain, and city 
people a chance to live in summer, Congress may yet have 
to say “Stop!” to the commercial! destroyers of our forests, 
who are turning them into merchandise at the rate of over 
a billion dollars a year.

Locust Plague of 1875. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The present dry spell and the effects of 
it upon the agricultural and other interests 
of the country calls to memory the terribie 
days of May and June, 18%, when the 
grasshoppers or locusts came into Missouri

A Talk 
on Revenue. 

Under the prevailing system the genetal nruni- 
cipal revenue is called upon to contribute to the 
reconstruction of our streets and to the building 
of allfof our public sewers. The revenue not be- 


ing in the treasury such work has necessarily had 
fo cease. For the same reason our public struc- 
tures, particularly our eleemosynary institutions, 
are compelled to rema'in inadequate and unsuitable 
for the demands made upon them. The pro 
amendments are well calculated to alleviate the 
situation. They have been prepared after much 
careful consideration and study of the city’s con- 
dition and the city’s needs, and they have been 
approved by a nonpartisan commiss'on of our 
citizens. The cost of local improvements has been 
so distributed as to work no hardship upon the 
property| benefited thereby, and yet to enable the 
resumption of much-needed improvements. Should 
these amendements, when voted upon. be defeat- 
ed, we remain as we are, and w'll exhibit our- 
selves to the hundreds of thousands of guests, 
from this and from every civilized land of the 
globe, whom we have inv'ted to come within our 
gates, in our present deplorable condit'on. On the 
other hand, the adoption of these amendments wil) 
permit us to begin with systematic energy to cre- 
ate the New St. Louis, for the advent of which 
we are all so eager. A proper local pridef/and a de-

MONEY WAS PRINTED THERE 


Fourth National Bank of St. Louis 
Performs a Financial Feat of Un- 
usual Proportions. 


The Fourth National Bank of St. Louis 
issued and put in circulation $950,000 of its 
notes in one day in Kansas City this week 

This is probably the first case in which 
practically the entire note issue ot a great 
bank has been circulated in such short 
time. 

The charter of the bank authorizes it to 
issue $1,000,000 in notes. 

Fifty thousand dollars of these was is- 


sued soon after authority was conferred. 
Recentiy it became necessary for the bank 
to issue the balance because the national 
banking laws do not permit an institution 
to hold its own notes as a reserve fund. 
Accordingly, the bank requested the 
treasury department at Washington (to 
print the notes for the big issue. The de- 
artment, after it had finished the engrav- 
ng, telegraphed for shipping instructions. 
lt was then that H. A. Forman, second 
vice-president and general manager of the 
bank, decided to float the entire issue in 
Kansas City. 
Money Was 

Sent to the West. 

A bank always desires to circulate its 
issue as far away frqm home as possible, 
so that the notes will not soon find their 


way back to its vaults. 

The wheat crop of the great section of 
agricultural country tributary to Kansas 
City is being moved and Kansas City banks 
are distributing great sums of money 
throughout that region. 

It was Mr. Forman’s desire to mingle 
the entire issue in this distribution and 
seatter it far and wide through the West. 

Insteud of ordering that the notes be 
shipped to St. Louis, he directed that they 
be expressed to Kansas City, thus saving 
$400 that a double shipment would have 
-ost. 

. Upon thelr arrival at Kansas City Tues- 
day they were taken to a printer under Mr. 


Forman’s direct.ons. 
The notes, six of which were on each 


sheet, were in denominations of $00 and 
$100, this being another precaution to keep 
the notes away from the home vaults, ex- 

rience having shown that banks hold 
arge bills longer than those of small de- 


nominations.

Fac-simile copies of the signatures of 
Mr. Forman and Cashier G. A. W. Augst 
were engraved on plates the size of the note 
sheets and were arranged to fit exactly 
the signature blanks.

“Biggest Railway Station in the World 
Not the Place for a Midway 
Plaisance.”’ 


Mixed music and moving pictures are to 
be tabooed at Union Station after Sept. }. 
Manager McChesney of the Terminal 
Railway Association has issued an order 
that all the nickel-in-the-slot musical con- 


- aa and picture machines must be re- 
ate. 

Both the music and the pictures belong 
to the Plow Candy Co., which has a con- 
tract for conducting a soda founiain and 
confectionery stcre in the etation. 

The mixed music and the mixed crowds 
it drew are said to have caused officlals 
of the railroads running into the station to 
complain. 

They further said they thought that the 
biggest railway station in the United 
States was not the proper place for con- 
ducting a midway plaisance. 

Manager McChesney of the Terminal A&- 
sociation had been of this opinion from the 


first, and when he heard from the railroad,

officials he determined to act. 
In the beginning only one music box was 
placed in the station. That caused no com- 
laint. It was placed there to entertain 
ree who had hours to wait between 
trains. 


Later the number of boxes was increased 
to two, and then '‘to three and more. An

“hells and chimes,” a ‘‘wonderful bird’’ 
and a few other contrivances were added 
to the collection.

DAVID RANKINS TROUBLES 


GOT GOVERNMENT JOB AND 
COULDN’T LOSE IT. 


’ 


Ran Off to Manila, Got Arrested, Was 
Shipwrecked, but Will Reach Home 
in Five Days From Frisco, 
Very Hungry. 


@pecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 3.—A curio has 
been landed here. He is a New Jerseyman 
who, besides being shipwrecked in the Pa- 
cific and starved on the Island of Guam, 
actually ran away from a government job. 
He is David Rankin of Camden. 

There is not so much wonder at his es- 
cape from death in the Pacific as there is 
that he fled to escape a place in the gov- 
ernment service he had worked hard to ob- 
tain, but was pursued and almost ‘forced 
to return to it. 

The job that ‘Rankin fled to escape was 
that of naval storekeeper at the United 
States naval station on the Island of 
Guam, which a naval! officer once described 
as being “‘halfway between hell and Yoko- 
hama.”’ ; 

Rankin got the job several months ago. 
He was given a fine sendoff when he left 
Camden. He duly chronicled his arrival 
in letters to his friends, but didn’t appear 
to be so enthusiastic over the reality as 
he had been over the imaginary beauties 
of Uncle Sam’s litt.e Isiand in the Pacific. 

His second letter expressed a desire to 
return home. Guam, he wrote, wasn't any- 
thing like it had been represented to be. 

His third fetter pleaded that influence 
be employed to get him out of place. He 
gaid he had tried to resign, but found out 
that under the law he couldn't. 

He could not even obtain a leave of ab- 
sence. As a matter of course he discov- 
ered that he could not do anything and he 
wished to be back in Jersey again. 

In one of his letters he expliatned that 
he had been told that he could live in 
Guam for little or no expense. This, he 
said, was true, but he would willing:y give 
@ month's salary for one good Jersey meal. 
He couldn’t buy anything, and the stuff 
he got to eat was fit, he declared, only for 
the Guamites. 

Presently news came that Rankin, fail- 
ing to resign or obtain a leave of absence, 

ad stowed himself away on the govern- 
ment transport Lawton, bound from Guam 
to Manila. When he arrived at Manila he 

Was.arrested, and it looked for a time as 
though he would either have to go to jail 
or return to Guam. 

‘Finally, through the intervention of Capt. 
Thad F. Varney, an old friend, who is sta- 
toined in the Aryeh Campin as army paymas- 
ter, Rankin was released. 

So anxious was he to get back to Jersey 
that he did not wait for a government 
transport, but sailed for home in the iittle 
ship nnox. Rankin was in the wreck of 
the Lennox when about 200 miles from the 
Golden Gate. He and six other men decid- 
ed to reach California in a lifeboat, which 
they provisioned .or a month. The boat 
drifted around in the trackless waste for 
two days,when she was sighted by the gov- 
ernment tugboat Loomis, which had been 
sent out to look for the Lennox. Rankin 
and his companions were landed in safety. 

The first thing that Rankin di@ was to 
telegraph his friends at Camden that he 
would be home in five days and that he 
would be hungry.

Company Formed in New York to 
Work 1100 Miles of Minerals. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Arrangements were 
compieted in this city this week for the 


development on a vast scale by American 
and French capital and engineers of 1100 
square’ miles of gold, silver, copper and 
antinum bearing mineral lands in the 
uth Ural mountains, in South Russia. 
The tract is on the railroad ieading from 
St. Petersburg to Irkusk, near the latter 
place, and has been reserved as crown min- 
eral iand by the Czar’s government. The 
arties appearing in the transaction were 
rof. George A. Treadwell, a metallurgist 
Nving at the Waldorf-Astoria, and friends 
of Paul Annasaff, one of the builders and at 
present an associate manager of the Trans- 
siberian Railway. The Czar himself has 
taken a keen interest in the negotiations, 
as the development of this imperial mineral] 
tract Is expected to have an important bear- 
ing on mining enterprises throughout the 
Russian empire. 

According to Prof. Treadwell, who has 
spent a great portion of his life in mining 
in the western pert of the United States, 
the company wi.l pay $800,000 in cash for 
the concession and a tax of 4 per cent on 
all the ene oct. He says that it will 
require £000,000 to carry out the plans of 
the syndicate.

$10,000,000 MINE 
FOR $100,000 


HER LETTER OFFERED PECUNI- 
ARY ASSISTANCE. 


The Judge Is Committed for Contempt 
in Refusing to Give His Deposition 
and Mrs. Brackett Is Await- 


ing the Outcome. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUTTE, Mont., Aug. 3.—Sensational 
charges were made in the District Court 
here against Judge F. W. Harney, who re- 
cently decided the noted Minnie Healéy 
mine case in favor of F. A. Heinze, by 
which the latter got the property, valued 
at $10,000,000, upon the payment of about 
$100,000. 

It is charged that Harney was influenced 
in his decision by Mrs. Ada H. Brackett, a 
woman past middle age, who was in the 
employ of Heinze, it is alleged, for the 
purpose of influencing the judge. 

Judge Harney is a man of family. He 
admits, according to affidavits made by a 
number of persons, that his relations with 
Mrs. Bracket were friendly, but he is said 
to assert that he knew she was employed 
by Heinze for the purpose of endeavoring 
to influence him in the decision, but that 
he would not be and was not influenced 
by her. 

Several letters that passed between the 
judge and Mrs. Bracket while the case 
was on trial have been intercepted and 
copies of them are attached to the applica- 
tion filed in court. 

One reads as follows: 

“Dearest: Your future concerns me per- 
sonally because I love you and hope to 
live here for some years at least, and if I 
can see you and if you are successful in 
every way, both financially and_in your 
reputation, it means happiness and success 
to me. You say I might say anything to 
you and I am taking you at your word. 
“In the first place, dearie, all that is 
asked of you by me or anyone is to be ab- 
solutely impartial and free in your decisions 
and not to get tied up to anybody so that 
you are afraid to be anything but honest. 
‘‘Now, I don't for one minute think you 
would be willing to accept money for any 
of your decisions. I1 could not lke you so 
much if you wouid and I would not vex 
»vuu OY Suggesting it—put let me teil you, 
dearie, that if you are in debt and some 
money would make you freer, I will gladly 
let you have what money I have for the 
sake of relieving you from any pressure. 
“As for your future after you leave the 
nach. if you will ailow me, I am empow- 
er to promise you certain th.ngs which 
will assure that most generously. As for 
money I would rather let you have mine, 
both for the sake of your future and my 
own (because your future is mine) cna to 

. 
offer is made to you with all my heart. 
This is not to influence gou, it is entirely 
for the purpose of preventing you from be- 
ing influenced either way and to let you 
know that nothing need be considered in 
this matter except your own convictions. 
*‘Dearest, I will never mention this letter 
to you unless you choose to speak of it 
to me. * ° 
“IT have only your good at heart. Let me 
see you or write me a nice, kind, frank 
letter today. Always yours, A. 
‘‘Be careful of this letter, dearie.’’ 

To this letter Judge Harney replied that 
he would be glad to talk further with Mrs. 
Brackett. 

In another letter Mrs. Brackett invited 
the judge to a poker party and says: ‘‘We 
will let you win our money. ton,” 

It is charged that Judge Harney and Mrs, 
Brackett visited a number of resorts and 
springs together and remained over night 
during the time he was considering the 
Minnie Healey case. An attorney and 
other witnesses make affidavit that durirg 
the trial Judge Harney was almost con- 
tinually intoxicated and he frequently vis- 
ited the room of Mrs. Brackett and that 
she took him out driving. 

George B. Dygerty made an affidavit that 
after Judge Harney had decided the n- 
nie Healey case in favor of Heinze, Mrs. 
Brackett boasted to him that she had 
done it. 

Judge Harney wag subpenaed several 
days ago to appear before a notary in order 
to have his deposition taken, but he re- 
fused to obey the summons and was or- 
dered committed for contempt. Habeas 
corpus proceedings were issued. Mrs. 
Brackett also refused to testify and is 
awaiting the result of the habeas corpus 
matter.

ATTACKED THE DETECTIVES. 


Crime Society Officers Had a Narrow 
Escape in a New York Pool Room. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The attack upon 

Robert 8. McLellan, one of the detectives 
employed by the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime, who was assaulted and injured in 
an alleged poolroom in the rear of 724 
Broadway 1s attracting unusual interest 
here because of the prominence of the lo- 
cation of the room and the circumstances 
connected with the assault. The war on 
poolrooms in this city has been unusually 
bitter for some time and McLellan and 
another detective were in the roum secur- 
ing evidence at the time of the attack. 

The place was crowded with patrons bet- 
ting on the races when the detectives were 
recognized. Some of the employes and a 
number of the patrons formed a fiving 
wedge and separated the two men. Mc- 
Lellan says he was then assaulted with a 
blackjack. He drew his revolver and fired 
into the air. This created considerable ex- 
citement among the inmates,who made un- 
availing efforts to escape, the doors of the 
place being locked. 

A crowd, however, collected on Broad- 
way, and reports being circulated that the 
agents for the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime were being assaulted Frank Moss 
the ‘president of the a ce at was no- 
tified by telephone. He hurried to the place 
with half a dozen of the societies’ offi- 
cials. The local police officials declining 
to break in the doors upon the ground that 
they were without warrant, Mr. Moss or- 
dered the detectives of the society to ef- 
fect an entrance. They succeeded in releas- 
ing McLellan and the other detectives 
Three men were arrested for complicity in 
the assault.
